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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The board of education take pleasure in calling public 
attention to the statistical tables setting forth the con- 
dition of the Swanzey schools, which have, as was 
anticipated, made a distinct gain, and we confidently ex- 
pect continued improvement. You havea right to demand 
satisfactory returns for money so generously appropriated 
for educational purposes. 

We are pleased to observe a very general disposition 
throughout the town to make the most of the excellent 
facilities offered and continued at unstinted expense. We 
are glad to believe that the schools in this jurisdiction of 
the state are rapidly becoming second to none, owing to 
the wise supervision during the last decade. The success 
achieved is traced to the wisdom of the board, to efficient 
teachers and to parental codperation. 

Investigation exhibits the pleasing: fact that scholar- 
ship and discipline are well maintained in every district. 
Although some teachers have been compelled to stop work 
through illness, prompt action in procuring substitutes 
pided great loss to pupils. 

Economy in the use of supplies, such as pencils, paper 
and chalk has been practiced, but should be more rigid. 
Teachers and scholars should as carefully use the town’s 
text books as though these were purchased by the parents 
as was formerly the case. The present system of gratui- 
tous distribution is unfortunately capable of great abuse. 

The board have been conservative and painstaking in 
all expenditures, consequently the outlays on buildings are 
inconsiderable. 
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New conditions face us in certain sections. Another 
schoolroom is apparently imperatively needed in West 
Swanzey, owing to the unpleasant and unprofitable crowd- 
ing of our school, not to mention the prospective growth 
of the village, occasioned by the enlarged industries. The 
diminished attendance in another district suggests early 
readjustment. The present need emphasizes the call for 
better schools. This may lie in the direction of consolida- 
tion if this could be accomplished without burdensome 
cost. The board are not, however, disposed to take the 
initiative unless the highest welfare of the majority is a 
sealed certainty. 

The transportation problem has again forced itself to 
the front and this should enter into deliberations looking 
toward the discontinuance of a school. 

Your committee have been judicious in ordering sup- 
plies, seeking to bring expenditures to the lowest limit 
without endangering the usefulness of the teachers. Sev- 
eral historical charts were procured, which if wisely 
handled must prove greatly beneficial, presenting the 
beacon lights of our country’s history in so condensed a 
manner as to indelibly fix them on the memory of the 
pupil. 

The board does not favor district supervision so 
ardently advocated by some educators, because, chiefly, 
the project put into execution would manifestly increase 
per capita taxation. The schools of Swanzey can be best 
managed by citizens of this town. Under the regime in 
contemplation the visits of the supervisor living probably 
at a distance, would, and must necessarily be, so, infre- 
quent, that the major portion of the work would be done 
as at present, by the local board. | 

Where schools are unprofitable and not attended by 
more than fifty per cent of the enrolled membership (the 
other half remaining at home) the decision was reached 
to cut the term short, adding the time deducted to the 
next session if found to. be expedient. 
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’ 
The board desire to express to their constituency hearty 
appreciation of the assistance rendered in the performance 
of duty.
